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CHESHIRE COUNTY DELEGATION 





The Annual Meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 
was held at the County Farm on Saturday, February 14, 1959. 
The meeting was called to order by Chairman McCullough at 
one o'clock with the following members present: Washburn, 
O’Neil, Pike, Turner, Stearns, Gordon, Spofford, Haley, Keat- 
ing, Terrill, McCullough, Wheeler, Bennett, Brown, Faulk- 
ner, Pickett, Oliver, Forbes, Allen, Bouvier, Hackler, Congdon, 
Ballam, Galloway, Terry, Frost, Sawyer, Clark, Tolman, 
Eaton, Swett, Tracy. 

The following resolution was presented by Mr. Allen of 
Rindge and prdnimonshy passed: 


Whereas this Delegation has learned of the illness of ‘tee Vy 
Sherwin of Rindge ad whereas Mr. Sherwin was a former 
member of this Delegation, be it hereby resolved that this Del- 
egation go on record as wishing our former colleague a speedy 
recovery back to health, and be it further resolved that the 
member from Rindge convey to our former members these 
resolutions. 

Mr. Pickett asked the minutes of the meeting contain 
the notation that the Delegation notes with regret the pass- 
ing of a former member of the Delegation, Mr. George Dun- 
ean of Jaffrey. 


County Solicitor Arthur Olson, Jr. appeared before the 
Delegation and explained the increase of work in his office. 
He asked that steps be taken to present the necessary legisla- 
tion to increase his salary to an amount more appropriate to the 
time and responsibilities involved. He estimates that he gives 
one-third of his time to this work. Recently the number of 
reciprocal support cases has increased from 8 to 28 and the 
number of cases of crime from 5 to 18. Twenty jury cases 
were handled last year. The amount allowed him for expenses 
has not been sufficient for him to pay a secretary and he has 
paid the difference out of his own personal funds. He also ex- 
plained the value of attending the meetings of the County 
Attorneys Association of which he is an officer. By knowing 
personally county attorneys in other parts of the country he 
has been able to expedite six or eight cases and save the Coun- 
ty considerable money. 


The County Commissioners and Mr. and Mrs. McGirr then 
explained the increases in the budget connected with the 
County Farm and told of the savings in getting work done 
well under amounts previously appropriated. They also ex- 
plained how the remodelling of three rooms adjoining the 
hospital would increase the capacity of the hospital and also 
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increase the amount received from the State for welfare cases. 
Patients must be cared for in the hospital to qualify for state 
aid. The Commissioners stated that an appropriation of 
$25,000 from the bond issue would complete the job of re- 
modelling the kitchen and the women’s quarters and provide 
an auxiliary power plant. 

A letter from the State Fire Marshal stated that the 
safety protection of the building was now second to none and 
congratulated the County on the work done. The N. H. Under- 
writers also made a favorable report. 

A rising vote of thanks was tended to Mr. and Mrs. 
MecGirr for their hospitality and delicious lunch and apprecia- 
tion voiced for the way in which the buildings and facilities 
have been put in first class shape at reasonable prices. 

The meeting then went into Executive Session and Sen- 
ator Eaton moved that it be an open session. Seconded and 
passed with 17 for and 2 against the motion. 

Mr. Boynton explained that the County accounts are 
subject to a double auditing often close together and there- 
fore at considerable unnecessary expense. He asked that the 
Convention study this and also make concrete suggestions on 
the future form of the budget. 

Mr. Turner moved that the Chair appoint a Committee of 
three members plus the Chair and Clerk ex-officio to study the 
form of the budget and report at a later meeting. Mr. Pickett 
amended this motion to include also a study of the double 
auditing. Motion seconded and voted unanimously. 

Mr. Eaton moved that the total budget be cut 10% across 
the board. Motion seconded. Mr. Frost spoke against the 
motion because many items are set by law and cannot be cut. 
Mr. Stearns Confirmed this. Mr. McCullough asked Vice- 
Chairman Pickett to take the chair and then spoke against 
cutting across the board because many items are set, but sin- 
ole items like buying of the old armory may be cut out. Mr. 
Eaton and the seconder withdrew the motion. 

Mr. Turner said $20,000 on bond issue should be settled 
before budget is discussed. 

Mr. Turner moved, Mr. Bennett seconded a motion to 
apply the accumulated funds in the bond issue of $26,555 to 
interest charges and to retire bonds due in 1959. Motion 
passed. 

The budget was then discussed item by item and appro-

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In connection with the discussion of the purchase of the 
photostat machine, Mr. Pickett moved the following resolu- 
tion which was duly seconded and passed: 


Inasmuch as the photostat equipment is the property of 
the citizens of Cheshire County, be it resolved that all net 
income from any fees collected from the use or uses of this 
machine other than such uses as required by law shall be 
made a part of county annual income and the registrar shall 
cause a report to accompany such funds as may be collected 
on such form or forms as approved by the County Com- 
missioners. 

In connection with the discussion of the old armory, Mr. 
McCullough asked Mr. Ballam to take the chair, and he then 
expressed his opinion the County should not buy this prop- 
erty for speculation or for some possible future use by the 
county. He opposed this on both legal and common sense 
erounds. Mr. Brown explained that this area is now zoned by 
the City of Keene and limited to residential use. Senator Eaton 
moved that this matter be laid upon the table until a com- 
mitttee has investigated it. He further moved that the Chair 
appoint a committee of five to investigate it. Seconded by Mr. 
Allen and passed. 

Senator Eaton moved and Mr. Ballam seconded a motion 
that $28,000 be appropriated from the Bond Fund to complete 
the renovation of the buildings. This would inelude the work 
of remodelling the kitchen, the women’s quarters and the 
laundry as well as provide an auxiliary power plant. Motion 
passed. 


Mr. Allen resolved that a rising vote of thanks be given 
the County Commissioners for the work done and for keeping 
the cost below the appropriations. Seconded and unanimously 
passed. 

Mr. Ballam moved, seconded and passed that the expen- 
ditures over the 1958 budget by the County Commissioners 
be approved. 

Mr. Ballam voted thanks to the Commissioners and to 
Mr. and Mrs. McGirr for the excellent work done during the 
past year, seconded and unanimously passed. 

Meeting adjourned at 5:30 p. m.

The Cheshire County Delegation met in Room 100 of the 
State House at 1 o’clock on June 3, 1959. Chairman McCul- 
lough presided; present were the three County Commissioners 
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and the following Representatives: Washburn, Gowing, Pike, 
Turner, Stearns, Gordon, Spofford, Terrill, Bennett, Faulkner, 
Miskelly, Pickett, Oliver, Forbes, Allen, Hackler, Ballam, 
Frost and Sawyer. 

Chairman McCullough called attention to two omissions 
in the report of the Annual Meeting and asked the clerk to 
correct the minutes by inserting the words “Motion passed” 
in connection with the motion made by Mr. Turner and second- 
ed by Mr. Bennett to apply the accumulated funds in the 
bond issue of $26,555 to interest charges and to retire bonds 
due in 1959; and also in connection with the motion made by 
Senator Haton and seconded by Mr. Ballam that $28,000—be 
appropriated from the Bond Fund to complete the renovation 
of the buildings. The clerk was also asked to notify the mem- 
bers of the convention of these two corrections. 


The Delegation then discussed HB 3858 providing for a 
study as to the feasibility of certain towns in Hillsborough 
County being annexed to the County of Cheshire. This study 
pertains to the towns of Antrim and Bennington, but two or 
three other towns are expected to follow suite. It was pointed 
out that such an addition to Cheshire County would necessi- 
tate additions to present facilities at Westmoreland and at 
the Court House. The advantages to Cheshire County were 
not obvious. 

Mr. Pickett moved, Mr. Frost seconded a motion that the 
Delegation go on record as opposed to HB 358. Motion carried 
with 16 in favor, 2 opposed and 1 not voting. 

Chairman McCullough reported on the present situation 
in regard to the armory property. The National Guard has 
now released this property to the City of Keene, and the City 
Council has approved of its use for recreational and other 
purposes. 


Mr. Allen pointed out that the deed shows that the prop- 
erty reverts to the County when officially released by the 
State and on payment of $17,500 to the City by the County. 
He also pointed out that when the County released the prop- 
erty, the City had paid in installments of $2,000—a year. Mr. 
Pickett moved, Mr. Terrill seconded a motion that the Dele- 
vation convey to the City of Keene all rights and titles to the 
so-called Armory property. 


The County Commissioners and various members of the 
Delegation expressed themselves as opposed to this motion on 
the grounds that the County would eventually need this prop- 
erty and no other similar property would be available. It was 
also pointed out that buildings could not be replaced today 
under $200,000—and that damage to the buildings is not seri- 
ous. The roof is bonded and will be repaired; the broken 
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step has been replaced by cement; and the broken windows 
will be replaced by those responsible for the vandalism. It 
was proposed that the County keep the property and lease it 
to the City until it is needed by the County. Mr. Bennett 
recommended finding out from the Attorney General whether 
any legislation is necessary before the County can again hold 
title to the property. Mr. Pickett and Mr. Terrill withdrew 
their motion. 

Mr. Washburn moved, Mr. Stearns seconded a motion 
that a Delegation Meeting be held to discuss the disposition 
of the Armory. Passed unanimously. 

Mr. Pickett suggested that the opinion of the Attorney 
General’s office be obtained on any legal questions involved 
in the acquisition. 

Meeting adjourned at 3 p. m.

A meeting of the Cheshire County Convention was held in 
the Wild Life Room of the State House at 2 p. m. on Wednes- 
day, July 29, 1959. Chairman McCullough presided and the 
following members were present :—Washburn, O’Neil, Gowing, 
Turner, Stearns, Gordon, Spofford, Haley, Terrill, Bennett, 
Faulkner, Miskelly, Pickett, Oliver, Forbes, Allen, Hackler, 
Congdon, Galloway, Terry, Frost, Senator Eaton, Tolman and 
Swett; also the Commissioners, Boynton and Barker. 

Chairman McCullough explained that action by the Coun- 
ty Convention was needed on the Old Armory property which 
has now been released to the City of Keene by the State Na- 
tional Guard, so the County has the option of re-acquiring it 
by payment of $17,500—to the City. 

Mrs. Gordon moved, Mr.- Washburn seconded a motion 
that the County exercise its option of reacquiring the prop- 
erty from the City of Keene. 

Commissioner Boynton said that the Commissioners were 
in favor of re-acquiring the property and believed that at the 
end of ten years the County would know better what use it 
could make of it. Commissioner Barker said that it was worth 
many times $17,500. 

Mr. Hackler suggested that the motion be amended to al- 
low the Commissioners to lease the property to the City of 
Keene if it seemed wise to them. 

Mr. Haley suggested that it be leased at $1—a year. 

Mrs. Gordon suggested that it be leased for maintenance. 
Mr. Bennett approved Mrs. Gordon’s suggestion as he believed 
the City should be responsible for the maintenance. 
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Mr. Stearns thought the green building should be torn 
down because it is an eye-sore. 

Mr. Allen asked about the value of the land. 

Mr. Barker said the property should not be used for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Senator Eaton thought the property had deteriorated and 
the City should be responsible for its maintenance. He thought 
the City should use it for recreational purposes and should 
keep up the grounds. 

Mr. Terry said the City needs it and the County does not. 
He favored leasing the property to the City but the conditions 
should be flexible or the City might not accept the conditions. 
The City would need a definite time on the lease. 

Mr. Bennett expressed confidence in the County Commis- 
Sioners and their ability to set the terms of the lease. 

Mr. Allen called attention to the fact that the National 
Guard had transferred buildings but not land to the City in 
letter of May 27th. Mr. Barker explained that permanent 
buildings are part of a parcel of real estate. 

Mr. Stearns suggested voting on acquisition first and then 
discussing plans for future. 

Mr. Miskelly suggested that the County Attorney should 
draw up lease with help of special committee. 


Mr. McCullough asked Mr. Haley to take the chair, and he 
then spoke in favor of City’s retaining the property because 
(1)City has need of an auditorium which might attract con- 
ventions and which would have ample parking space; (2) City 
could maintain and police it; (3) City could use it for tem- 
porary offices while the City Hall is being remodelled; (4) 
City needs recreational facilities both in the day-time and in 
the evening. On the other hand the County will have no use 
for it for 10 or 20 years and it will be an expensive investment 
and expensive to keep up. He doubted whether the City could 
repair or remodel building except on a long-term lease. 

Mrs. Gordon asked who was on the Special Committee to 
investigate the property. Mr. McCullough said the Committee 
consisted of himself as Chairman and Ballam, O’Neil, Frost, 
Hackler, Pickett and Faulkner ex-officio. 

Mr. Allen asked who owned the property’ now and Mr. 
McCullough read the pertinent sections from the two deeds 
showing that when the lease to the National Guard was voided 
by lack of use that it reverted to the County on payment of 
$17,500. 

Mrs. Tolman suggested selling to the City for $25,000— 
which had been mentioned earlier as the sum offered to the 
City by a commercial firm. 

Mr. Terry asked when the option had time limits, 
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Mr. McCullough said that the City had already been kept 
waiting and that it should be settled today especially since the 
Committee, which had investigated it, favored it. 

Mr. Terrill said Keene needed the property for recrea- 
tional purposes and should receive it. 

Senator Eaton said the two County Commissioners want it 
for the future. Is a long-term lease a good compromise? 

Mr. Pickett spoke of the City’s needing it while the Coun- 
ty did not since the area north of the Court House is sufficient 
for future expansion and there are now parking areas near by. 

Senator Eaton said that the purchase would burden coun- 
ty taxpayers but would benefit all the County. 

Mr. Allen regretted that more information had not been 
available at earlier meetings. 


Mr. Frost said that it had been difficult for him to make 
up his mind. He was influenced by the opinions of the County 
Commissioners and by the idea that other towns might want 
to join Cheshire County in which case the property might be 
needed. He hoped for an understanding with the City on leas- 
ing and using the property. He thought the City might lease 
and later buy for $25,000 or $50,000. 

Mr. Terry said that what affected Keene, affected the 
County so it is not a Keene vs. County proposition but affects 
the welfare of both. 


Mr. Galloway said that his first obligation was to the 
County and he favored exercising option. If the County does 
not need it for 20 years, why not postpone action for 20 years. 

Mr. Haley expressed regret at idea of County making 
money out of City. 

Mr. Barker said the County Commissioners did not want 
to buy and sell at profit. 


Mr. Spofford moved previous question seconded, passed. 

Mr. McCullough then put the previous question to the 
effect that the County exercise its option to reacquire the Old 
Armory property, as stated in the deed, from the City of 
Keene for the sum of $17,500. Motion Helio d with votes re- 
corded as follows :— 

Ayes: O’Neil, Gowing, Turner Stearns, ahtiee Spofford, 
Bennett, Faulkner, Oliver, Forbes, Allen, ‘Hackler, Congdon, 
Galloway, Frost, Swett.

Also recorded as voting “NO” though absent: Keating 
and Kretowitcz. | 

Mr. Pickett moved, Mr. Haley seconded motion to ad- 
journ. Not passed. 

Chairman McCullough read a letter from Arthur Olson, 
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Jr., County Attorney, asking for $250—to finance a trip to 
Wisconsin to attend a National Convention of County Prose- 
eutors as he is National Convention Chairman. On voice vote 
this request was voted down. 

Meeting adjourned at 3:45 p. m.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
vear 1959. 

The three rooms in the main building at the County Home 
have been renovated. New floors, ceiling, plumbing, heating 
and electrical work was done to complete these rooms to be 
used for mobile patients. Sixteen beds and equipment were 
added to these rooms. They are connected to the infirmary by 
the passageway. 

The former chapel has been renovated, new chairs and 
tables installed. This room is now used for a chapel, general 
meetings, physical therapy, dining room, sitting room by day 
for the mobile patients and for the help at night. 

The new kitchen was completed and has been in use since 
early in April. A new room for storage was made available 
under the kitchen. A new sizable dumb waiter has been in- 
stalled to transfer the food inside the building from the kitch- 
en to the infirmary and annex. 

New tables were purchased for the men’s dining room. 

A new truck was purchased as it has been customary to 
get a new vehicle of each kind every three or four years. The 
saw mill enclosure was completed this year. 

New front doors are being installed at the front of the 
building. 

The so-called Blood Place has had extensive renovations 
inside, making the second floor into another apartment. A 
bath, new ceilings, kitchen, a new hot water system, and new 
wiring have been installed, The hot water system will heat 
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both flats as each has its own circulating system, also the sys- 
tem furnishes domestic hot water. 

The new photostat machine was installed in the Court 
House and put into operation this year. Due to the fact that 
this machine required much more voltage than the former line 
supplied, it was necessary to have a new service brought into 
the building. More work to complete this room will be neces- 
sary. 

The cooperation and help of all county employees has been 
very much appreciated.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners and the 

Voters of Cheshire County. 

As Secretary of the Southwestern New Hampshire District 
Fire Mutual Aid Association I submit my report for the Year 
ending December 31, 1959. 

During the past Year the Control Center at Keene Fire 
Headquarters received Radio notification of 481 fires of all 
descriptions; 28 of these required Mutual Aid Assistance. To 
fulfill these requests for aid the Center Dispatched 126 trucks. 
A break down shows 16 House fires,'7 Forest fires, 2 Wood- 
working mills. 1 Inn, 1 School and 1 House Trailer. The 
Radio network was also helpful in the search for 2 downed 
aircraft, 3 lost children and 2 lost hunters. 

The Association membership was increased to 42 with the 
addition of the Antrim North Branch Department. This De- 
partment is newly organized and has, among its equipment a 
1959 Model Maxim 500 G.P.M. Pumping engine. Their joining 
the Mutual Aid System is a benefit to the people of that area 
and this newly acquired equipment housed at this geographical 
location in relation to the Towns of Stoddard and Munsonville 
is indeed a welcome addition. Seven other Towns added new 
Trucks this past year thus greatly increasing the Fire Fight- 
ing potential of the County Fire Fighting Forces. 

The Fire Radio Network was increased by the addition of 
14 units bringing the total number of two-way radio sets to 
126 with a total value of some $87,000. 

A procedure for testing the Radios was set up whereby 
at 11:00 A. M. on Sunday Mornings The Dispatcher on duty 
ealls every unit. This test has proven very successful and with 
the aid of our service man has enabled us to keep the Radio 
Network at peak efficiency. 

The Permanent men of the Keene Fire Department act as 
the Dispatchers and operate the Control Base Station on a 24 
hour basis. They are to be commended for the excellent job 
they are doing. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Commission- 
ers and their office personnel for their fine cooperation and 
assistance.
